The meau yearly fall of rain from 27 years’ observations 
(1838-64) was 68*36 iiich.es, shewing'.a decrease of 3'65 inches, 
in the whole period of 43 years. The 16 years’ observations 
from 1865—80, give however only an average yearly fall of 
61-52 inches, exhibiting a still clearer decrease in the' quantity 
of rain. THe average number of rainy days has remained yet 
pretty equal; 137 8 for the 27 years from 1833, 137 5 for the 16 
years from 1865 and 138'0 for the whole period of 43 yeai-s 
(1838—80). But as the observations extend only over a short 
period, and are confined to but one place, it would be premature 
to predict any continual decrease.

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EXPLANATORY NOTES. 

Tho golden number is tlrnt which any given year holds in the 
Lunar Oyclo, which is a period of 19 years, at the lapse of which the 
phases of the Moon take place on the same days of the months res¬ 
pectively as ai the Commencement of the Cycle, 

The Epact is the numbei* of days of the Lunar Cycle, over and 
above all the complete courses of the Moon for any number of years, 
hence the number indicates the age of the moon at the beginning of 
the year. 

The Solar Cycle is a period of 28 years, which owing to loap year, 
must necessarily elapse before the days of the month can return res¬ 
pectively to the same days of tlio week as at tho commencement of 
tho Cycle: The first year of the Christian Era was tins tenth ymvf'a! 
this Cycle. „ 

The Dominietd letter-is that letter of the Alphabet which points 
out in tlio calendar tlio SundayB throughout the year, thence also call¬ 
ed Sunday letter. The seven days of the week, reckoned as begin¬ 
ning on the first of January, arc designated by tlio first seven lettors of 
the Alphabet. Thus if the year begins on Sunday A is tlio Domini¬ 
cal letter and so on generally. It there wore 304 days, or exactly 32 
weeks in the year, the Dominical letter will always bo same ; but the 
year contains 306J days : an excess of l;} day over the 52 weeks. The 
day is taken into the account every year, and the $ makes a day in 
every four years •. so that the Dominical letter falls backward one 
letter for each of the three years, is which, the date or number of the 
year cannot bo divided, without remainder, by 4 and two letters 
every fourth year, when the date can bo so divided, as in the year 
1880, it is divisible by 4 and therefore, February contained 29 days. 
The year began on Thursday, count forward Thursday to Sunday, 
inclusive, is 4 days, and the fourth letter from A inclusive is D. 
Therefore, at first D is the Dominical letter ; but the 29th of February 
which is added, throw* the first day of March a day later in the 
week than it would otherwise have been : therefore tlio Sunday letter 
! for March and all the remaining mouths is C. Hence the years which 
| have the 29 days in -February and the two Dominical letters are culled 

l Roman indicium is a period of 15 years, instituted in A. D. oil! 
j by which the Popes have dated their acts by the year of tint indictiou 
t which was fixed on the first of January. 

The Julian period embraces 7980 years and is used, aa a fixed 
era for dating astronomical calculations. The first year of tile Christian 
.era is 4713 of Julian period. • 

Time is distinguished into three kinds : ^nrreni or True time, 
Mean time and Hidmal tune ; each of which is expressed in days, 
hours, minutes and seconds. An Apparent or True day is the interval 
of time comprehended between two consecutive passages of the Bun 
over the merdion ; a Mem day is the time comprehended between 
two consecutive passages of an imaginary Hun called the mean Bun, 
and is equal, to the mecn or average of all the apparent solar days in 
the year ; lastly, the time comprehended between two following pas¬ 
sages of the same star ever the same merdian is a Butcriul uay. 

A day is cither astronomical or civil ; tlio astronomical day oum- 

memiiime is employed ; it is divided into 24 hours, veckonetL- without 
interruption from 1 to 24 or from noon to noon. The civil day com¬ 
mences at the midnight preceding tlio commencement of tlio astrono- 
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raioal day, and likewise consists of 24 hours j but these are separated 
into two periods of 12 hours each, those situated beeweon midnight j 
and noon beiim called morning hours (written a. m.) and those be- 
tween noon and midnight afternoon hours (written p, jr.) The side- i 
rial day commences at the instant of the passage over the merdiaa of 
the Vernal Equinox, or first point of Aries, It -ls'divided into 24 side- 
rial hours counted from 0 to 24, 

in this Almanao is used the mean astronomical time for the rising, 
setting <&o. of the moon and planets, and the civil time for the rest. 
To each month of the Almanao there are devoted two pages. In the 
first page of each month, the first column contains the day of the 
week, the second the day of tho month and the third the correspond¬ 
ing Jtfalabnr date. 

The snn'»,risiug and setting given in the 4th and 5th columns, 
though affording a less accurate means of regulating clocks and 
watches, than direct observations of the suns. altitude, may yet be 
useful for common purposes. The times are given to the nearest 
minute, of the sun’s centre being in the horizon and they include the 
equation of time and the effect of refraction. 

The moon’s age (Tliithi) at Mean Noon, given in the Oth column 
is the mean time elapsed since the moon’s conjunction with the sun, 
or since the sun and moon had the same longitude. Tho numbers in 
this column represent her age at Trevandnmi and arc expressed m 
days, and decimal parts of a day. 

The columns 7, 8 and 9 contain the moon’s rising, merdian pas- 
sago and setting. 

The mean time of the moon’s rising and setting is given to the 
nearest minute ; this will be found useful to persons travelling and in 
many other ways. 

The moon's merdian passage indicates the time, at which the 
moon’s centre is on the upper merdian of Trevandrum, and is useful 
in finding the time of high water. When.a line is drawn across the 
column of “ merdian passage,” we are to understand that the moon 
does not pass the upper meridian on that day at Trevandrum. This is 
the case one day in each Lunation, and ai'ises from the circumstances 
of tlie Lunar day being greater tlian the Mean solar day, and include 
ing it within its limits. For the same reason there are some days on 
which the moon does not rise and others on which it does not set. 

In tlie second page of each month, are given first tho phases of 
the moon, and second the rising, meridian passage, setting and decli- j 
nation of the 0 principal planets. The phases of the moon—The 
numbors denote the mean time at which the difference 1 of Longitude 
between the sun and tlie moon is 0°, 90°, 180° or 270°, being 
0° at the New Moon 
j 90° at the First Quarter 

ISO 0 at the Full Moon 
270“ at the Last Quarter. 

The moon’s Apogee and Perigee—Tho numbers here given indicate, 
to tho nearest hour, at which the moon is respectively at her greatest 
and least distance from the earth. 

Tlio Planets’ rising, setting and meridian passage— As in tlie in- 
I %tanee of the moon bofore mentioned,the' times noted, indicate the 
positions of these planets given for every:10th day, and for any time 
intermediate, they may be found by interpolation. 

Tlie declination indicates their relative position .with reference to 
the Equator, north or south.

A Regulation to make provision for the protection of Forests 

r sed by His Highness the Malta Rajah of Travancore under date 
8th April 1888 corresponding with the 28& Memwm 1063. 

Whereas We deem it expedient to make provision for the protec¬ 
tion of Our forests, We are pleased to enact as follows:— 

1. Our Government may constitute any land, not being private 
property, a reserved forest in the manner hereinafter provided. 

2. Whenever it is proposed to constitute any land a reserved forest, 
Our Desvan shall publish a notification in Onr Government Gazette— 

(a) specifying, as nearly as possible, the situation and limits of 
such land; 

(b) declaring that it is proposed to constitute such land a re¬ 
served forest; 

(c) appointing an officer (hereinafter called the Forest Settle¬ 
ment Officer) to enquire into and determine the existence, nature 
and extent of any rights claimed by, or alleged to exist in favor of, 
any person in any land comprised within such limits and to deal with 
the same as provided in this Regulation. 

: The officer appointed under clause (c) of this section shall ordi¬ 
narily be a person other than a Forest Officer ; but a Forest Officer 
may be appointed by the Dewan to attend, on behalf of Our Govern¬ 
ment, at the enquiry. 

3. Except as hereinafter provided, no Civil Court shall, between 
tlxe dates of the publication of the Notification under section 2 and of 
the Notification to be issued under section 12, entertain any suit to 
establish any right in any laud included in the Notification published 
under section 2.

(a) specifying, as nearly as possible, tile situation and limits of 
the land proposed to be included within the Reserved Forests, and 
(b) requiring persons claiming any right referred to in section 2 
to prefer their claims before him within three months from the date of 
publishing such Proclamation in Our Gazette and to produce evidence 
in support thereof, 

5. During the interval between the publication of such Proclama¬ 
tion and the date fixed by the Notification under section 12, no right 
shall be acquired in or over the land included in such Proclamation 
except under a grant or contract in writing made or entered into by or 
on behalf of the Government or by or on behalf of some person in 
whom such right or power to create the same was vested when the 
Proclamation was published or by succession from such person ; and 
no fresh clearings for cultivation or for any other purpose shall he 
made on such land. 

Nothing in this section shall be deemed to prohibit any act done 
with the permission in writing of the Forest Settlement Officer. 

6. When a claim Iim been preferred under clause (bj section 4, 
the 'Forest Settlement Officer shall enquire into such claims recording 
the statements and the evidence adduced by the persons preferring 
such claims iu the manner prescribed in the Code of Civil Procedure 





for the time being in force in appealable eases. Ho shall also consider 
and record any objection which the Forest Officer (if any) appointed 
under section 2 may make to any such claim. 

I. For the purpose of such enquiry the Forest Settlement Officer 
may exercise the following powers (that is to say) 

(a) power to enter, by himself or any officer authorized by him 
for the purpose, upon any land and to survey, demarcate, and make a 
map of the same ; and 

(b) the powers conferred on a Civil Court by the Code of Civil 
Procedure for the time being in force for compelling tlio attendance of 
witnesses and the production of documents. 

8. When.the enquiry is completed, the Forest Settlement Officer 
shall ' pass' an order specifying the particulars of such claim and ad¬ 
mitting or rejecting the same wholly or in part. 

9. If such claim is rejected wholly or in part, the claimant may, 
within two months from the date of the order, prefer an appeal to the 
Zillah Court having jurisdiction in respect of such rejection only. If 
the Court decides that the claim or such part thereof as has been re¬ 
jected should be admitted, the Forest Settlement Officer shall proceed 
to deal with it in like manner as if it had been in the first instance 
admitted by himself. 

10. If such claim is admitted in the first instance wholly or in part, 
a like appeal may be preferred on behalf of Government by the Forest 
Officer appointed under section 2 or other person generally or specially 
empowered by the Government in this behalf.

12. In regard to the claim (if any) admitted, the Dewan may (1) 
come to an agreement with the claimant for the surrender of the right;

2. The term ‘ Opium ’ shall include also poppy-heads, preparations 
or admixtures of Opium, and intoxicating drugs prepared from the 
poppy. 

3. Except as permitted by this Regulation, or by Rules framed 
under this Regulation no one shall—

(d) manufacture or 

(e) sell, Opium or Bhang. 

4. The Dewan may assign either at a public auction or in some 
other suitable manner, for such period as lie may think fit, not (ex¬ 
ceeding three years at a timej to any person or persons the exclusive 
privilege, during such period, of importing, exporting, manufacturing 
or selling Opium and Bhang within any part of Travancore, in con- j 
sideration of a sura of money to be made payable at such time or place I 
and by Buell instalments as the Dewan.may from time to time fix. 

5. The Dewan may from time to time, by notification in the Go¬ 
vernment Gazette, prescribe rules and forms of licenses under which 
the importation,- exportation, possession, manufacture or sale of Opium 
and Bhang shall take place. 

6. Any person who, in contravention of this Regulation or of rules 
made and notified in the G overnmont Gazette under this Regulation, 
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_ _ .i 01* Bhang or attempts or intentionally 

such act. shall, on conviction before a Magistrate, be punished for such 
offence with fine which may extend to 1,000 Rs. and in case of default 
of payment of fine, with imprisonment of either description for a term 
which may extend to six months. 

7. In prosecutions under section 6 it shall he presumed, until the 
contrary is proved, that all Opium and Bhang for which the accused 
person is unable to account satisfactorily are Opium and Bhang in res¬ 
pect of which an offence has been committed under tins Regulation. 

8. All Opium and Bluing in respect of which an offence under 
section 6 has been committed shall be liable to confiscation. 

Tile vessels, packages and coverings in which any Opium or Bhang 
liable to confiscation under this section is found and the other contents

he concealed, and the animals and conveyances used in carrying it 
shall likewise be liable to confiscation. 

9. When the offender is convicted, or when the person charged 

with an offence in respect of any Opium or Bhang is acquitted or dis¬ 
charged, but the Magistrate decides that the Opium or Bhang is liable

When ail offence against this Regulation has been committed, but j 
the offender is not known or cannot be found, or when Opium or !

The word ‘ Salt ’ includes all descriptions of chloride of sodium, 
however manufactured and from whatever substance derived, salt¬ 
petre, glauber’s salts ; all other substances manufactured from earth 
naturally impregnated with salt, mid all kinds of earth, grass, straw 
and brine from which any of the above substances may be manufac¬ 
tured by lixiviation, or by any other process whatever.

The word ‘ Salt-work ’ includes all places used or intended to ho 
used for the manufacture of salt, and all houses, buildings, embank¬ 
ments, reservoirs, condensing and evaporating pans and waste places 
situated within the limits thereof; all drying grounds, platforms, 
places, buddings and premises at or in which salt is stored or which 
are intended for the storage of salt; and all lands on which salt is 
spontaneously produced.

If any petition thus addressed refers to a mattei'Swliich the receiv¬ 
ing officer is not competent to dispose of, he shall refer the petitioner 
by endorsement to the proper officer. 

2. All llevenue officers should set apart portions of certain days 
(not less than 3) in each week for personal communication with ryots 
having complaints to prefer and for the disposal of such complaints.

INDIAN POSTAL ABSTBACT. 

j I.-GENERAL INFORMATION, 

1.—Classes of wt® K undertaken by post office. 

| The Indian Post Office undertakes the following classes of work.— 
' It conveys ancl delivers letters, post cards, newspapers, books and 
I packets, and 'patterns or samples of merchandise ; these articles may 
I be sent registered or unregistered. 

i It conveys and delivers parcels containing goods, merchandise or 
miscellaneous articles. 

It remits sums of money from one person to another by means of 
J money orders. Such remittances may be made by post or by telegraph, 
j It insures the value of the contents of letters and parcels decliir- 
S ed at the time of posting. 

j It collects from the addressees of letters, packets and parcels any 
j sums iliat the senders may specify for recovery before the articles are 
j delivered, the values so collected being remitted to the senders. This 
is termed the value payable system. The same system may also be 
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whether insured or not. The registration of an article makes its 
transmission safer, the article being forwarded under special precau¬ 
tions, but the Post Office is not responsible in case of the loss, mis-deli¬ 
very, detention, &c., of a registered article. In regard to unregistered 
articles of which no record is kept, it is almost impossible, in case of 
loss, to institute satisfactory enquiries, although every effort will be 
made by the Department to do so. 

In the case of insured articles, the Post Office will compensate 
the sender for any actual loss of contents occurring in transit, except 
in the eases enumerated in the Postal Guide, which may be briefly 
described as follows :— 

(a) when the article is delivered in outwardly good condition, or 
^ when it has been taken delivery of without remark as to its 

(b) when there has been fraud or wrong or incomplete declaration 
on the part of sender or addressee, or when the article is mis¬ 
delivered owing to incorrectness or incompleteness of the ad¬ 
dress written by the sender ; 

(c) when intimation of loss is not given by the sender within three 
months from the date of posting ; 

(d) in the case of “ partially insured ” articles, when the loss is 
due to highway-robbery within the territory of a Native State, 
5. —Manner of addressing articles tor the post. 

■ It is most important that the addresses on articles should be as 
concise and distinct as possible. It is recommended that the address 
should, whenever possible, be in English, or at least the Post-town 
of destination should be in that language, and should be written or 
printed in bold, clear characters. The name of the .‘addressee should 
be written first; then his occupation and place of residence; lastly, 
special prominence should be given to the Post-town, which should be 
on a separate line,and in larger characters than the rest of the address. 
Below the Post-town, the name of the District or Zilla should be added, 
if the town is not well known or if there is more than one Post-town 
of the same name. If the names of the town and the district are the 
same, and there is more than one place of tile same name, the name 
of the Province should be given.

The name and address of the sender should always be written in 
the lower left-hand oorner of the cover, especially in the case of re¬ 
gistered, insured and value-payable articles and parcels, so that if the 
addressee is not found, the article may be returned to the sender with¬ 
out being opened hy the Dead Letter Office. 

6.—Manner OF CLOSING ARTICLES TOR THE POST. 

Every article consigned to the post should bo enclosed in a du¬ 
rable cover, suited for protecting the contents from damage by pressure 
and friction. Articles not properly secured are liable to damage when 
being stamped by the Post Office, and they are also subjected to much 
pressure and friction in the mail bags while ill transit. Stout paper, 
wood or tin, according to the size and nature of tlie contents, should 















j further m tine clause. 

■ If an acknowledgment (signed by the addressee) is desired for a 
i registered article or a parcel, it must be asked for at the time of post- 
i iug. 

| Registered articles.—A letter, post-card, newspaper, book packet 

or pattern packet may be registered. Prepayment of jwstags and 
registration fee and of acknowledgment fee (if any), by means of 
postage stamps is compulsory. 

Parcels.—A parcel must be presented with a receipt ready pre¬ 
pared by the sender in the prescribed form, which may be obtained 
free at the Post Office. Prepayment is optional, but partial prepay¬ 
ment is not permitted. The postage, if paid, must be in cash, as also 
the charge for acknowledgment fee, if an acknowledgment is desired. 

Insured articles.—Only registered letters and parcels may be in¬ 
sured. Prepayment of all charges is compulsory. 

The article to be insured must be presented with a declaration 
(in the prescribed form, obtainable free at the Post Office; of its con¬ 
tents and their value ; if currency notes are enclosed, the serial mun- 














Persons changing their residence should communicate tlieir new 
address to the Post Office, both at the place which they are leaving 
and at the place to which they are going. 

If an article is to be re-directed, it must be returned to the Post 
Office unopened, with particulars of the revised address, or it may be 
reposted unopened within the heal limits of the Post-town where it 
was delivered; if it is a registered or insured article or a parcel, the 
receipt accompanying it must he returned unsigned, with the article, 
to the Postman. Failing these conditions, the article will he consider¬ 
ed as an unregistered article posted for the first time, and charged ac¬ 
cordingly. 

18.—Uniieliveked articles. 

If an article is not delivered, owing to the addressee’s whereabouts 
not being traceable, or owing to the addressee’s having refused it, it is 
returned to the sender. If necessary, the article is sent first to the 
Dead Letter Office, where it may be opened to ascertain, the name and 
address of the sender. A refused article is returned at once to the 
sender; other articles are ordinarily kept in deposit in the Post Office 
for three weeks. 

If there is any postage due on a refused article, the sender is 
bound by law to pay it: other undelivered articles are returned free. 

If neither the addressee nor the sender can be traced, the article 
is retained for one year in the Dead Letter Office and then destroyed. 

Ill.—YALUE-PAYABLE ARTICLES. 

19—Conditions and hates of commission. 

The undermentioned classes of articles may be sent as “ value- 
payable,” that is, the sender may, at the time of posting, specify a 
fixed sum not leas than 4 annas and not more than Rs. 1,000, to be 
! realized before delivery of the article ; the Post Office will recover this 
amount from the addressee, and will remit it to the sender by means of 
a money order, deducting from the amount recovered the commission 
payable on the money order ; in the ease of unregistered booh packets, 
however, the sender is required to prepay the money order commission, 
by means of stamps, at the time of posting. The commission to be 
paid is calculated at the ordinary inland money order rates which are 
given in clause 25. 

The sum specified for recovery need not be the actual value of 
the contents, nor need the contents of a V. P. article possess any in¬ 
trinsic value; for instance, a bill ’may be sent, the sum specified for 
recovery being the amount of the sender’s claim against the addressee. 

20.—Articles that may be sent by value-payable tost. 

The following classes of articles may be sent under the value-pay¬ 
able system:— 

Parcels. 

Registered letters. 

Registered packets. 

Unregistered book-packets (fully prepaid). 

Railway receipts presented open at the Post Office or goods and 
parcels sent by railway (see clause 23). 

Anything on which money, is to be collected can be sent under the 
value-payable system, provided always that the sender declares "that 
the article is sent in execution of a bona fide order. Legal documents, 
bonds, insurance policies, promissory notes, railway receipts, hills, 
invoices, So., may be sent value-payable. 
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A value-payable parcel nr registered letter may be also insured 
under the rules relating to insured articles. The value declared for 
insurance need not be the same as the amount specified for recovery 
from the addressee ; thus, if a watch were returned after repair, to 
its owner, by value-payable post, the amount to be recovered would 
be only the cost of repair, while the sum insured would.be the value 
of the watch itself. 

21.—Manner OF POSTING value-payable articles. 

A value-payable article must be presented by the sender at the 
Post Oflice, accompanied by the prescribed printed form ('which may 
be obtained .free at the Post Office). There is a (special form to be 
used in sending V. P. unregistered book packets, and no receipt is 
given i® the sender for these articles : on this form the sender must 
affix postage stamps representing the amount of money order com¬ 
mission payable. In all eases the sender must sign a declaration on 
the form winch is to accompany a Y. P. article, stating that the article 
is sent in execution of a bona fide order. The sender should write his 
name and address clearly on each article- 

When a V. P. article is to be also insured, it should be presented 
at the PoBt Office, accompanied by the declaration of contents pres¬ 
cribed ill clause 13, and also by the appropriate form referred to in 
the preceding paragraph. 

The manner of despatching Railway Receipt Notes under the 
value-payable system is separately described in clause 23. 

22 — Delivery of value-payable articles. 

Value-payable parcels and registered articles upon which tlie value 
recoverable does not exceed Rs. 10 are delivered by the postman at the 
addressee’s residence ; but when the suni recoverable exceeds Rs. 10, 
these articles are delivered only at tlie Post. Office window ; intimation 
of arrival of the article will be given to the addressee, with a receipt 
for the article to be signed by him on the reverse of the intimation ; 
when this receipt, duly signed, is presented at the Post Office, together 
with tlie value recoverable, and also any postage that may be due, tlie 
article will be delivered. 

Value-payable unregistered book packets will be delivered by the 
postman at the addressee's residence on payment of the value recover¬ 
able ; no receipt is required from the addressee. 

After delivery, tlie value recovered will be remitted to the sender 
by means of a money order, ‘commission being previously deducted at 
the rates mentioned in clause 19 except in the case of V. P. unregis¬ 
tered packets, for which the full amount recovered will be remitted to 
the sender. 

23,-,-Transmission, under value-payable system, of 
RAILWAY RECEIPT NOTES FOR ((OOPS 

If a person sending goods' or parcels by Railway wishes to secure 
payment of their value from tlie addressee before delivery, he should 
adopt the following procedure : — 

The consignment should be addressed, not to the person for whom 
it is intended, but to the sender himself at the station where it is to 
be delivered. Thus if Gokul Gbaud of Delhi sends a package by rail¬ 
way to James Morgan at Dinapore he should address the package to—

Telegraphic money orders are paid immediately on receipt of the 
telegram advising the remittance. 


The remitter of a telegraphic money order must fill up the 
ordinary inland money order form, and write the words “ By Tele¬ 
graph " across the form. Rothing should be written on the coupon, 
as that portion of the form is not forwarded to the payee. An 
acknowledgment, signed by the Postmaster of'the office of payment, 
will be returned by post to the remitter, the amount or the order 
being paid by the postman at the payee’s residence. 

The value of a single telegraphic money order may not exceed 
Rs. GOO, and may not include any broken sum less than a rupee. A 
telegraphic money order may be obtained for any sum of rupees up to 
Rs. 150, but if the amount exceeds Rs. 150, the telegraphic money- 
order must be for a sum which is a multiple of Rs. 10. 









RULES 

Regarding the Unjel Department of the Travamore Gomnmuul 
published for general information. 

The attention of the public is invited to the following Unjel 

It will bo seen that they afford greater facilities for communication 
by the Unjel than thepublic have hitherto enjoyed. 

The principal changes introduced by the rules arc, 

(1) That the postage on letters is assimilated as far as possible to 
the ratps in British India. 

(2) That the rates on book packets have been reduced to one-half 
the former Unjel rates in conformity with the British rates. 

(3) That the system of transmitting pattern packets on payment at 
the British rates is newly introduced for the convenience of the public 
in general and of traders in particular. 

(4) That the registration fee on each letter has been reduced from 
6 to 3 chackrams. 

(5) That hook or pattern packets may he registered on payment of 
the still smaller fee of 3 chackrams which is somewhat less also than 
even the British rate of 2 annas. 

(6) . That the Unjel department now undertakes to procure from 
the addressee an acknowledgment of receipt for registered articles, on 
payment of a fee of two chackrams, the British rate being 1 anna. 

(7) That proof sheets and press manuscripts may hereafter be sent 
by book post which is a cheaper medium than letter post, and 

(8) That complaints against the Unjel Office Shall be carried lice 
hereafter. 

It is to be hoped that with these increased facilities afforded by 
the new rules, the Unjel will be more largely and generally availed ol’ 
than it is at present, 

1. Letters weighing up to 20 Tolahs whether paid or service shall 
be sent by letter mail, and those exceeding that weight by the slower 
Banghy mail, but letters of an emergent character though weighing 
above 20 Tolahs may nevertheless bu sent by letter mail, provided the 
charges are paid at letter rates in the case of private covers and pro¬ 
vided the words “ emergent" and “ by letter mail " are written on 
the cover in the case of officialletters.

If the sender is desirous of obtaining an ackowledg- 
ment from the addressee he must give his name and full address at the 
time of presenting the letter and pay 2 Cliackrams in addition to the 
usnal registration fee atid postage. 

14. fetters containing a currency note or any portion thereof, 
postage or other stamps, cheque, lutndi, banknote, bill of exchange 
or the like must be sent registered. It is considered expedient for

15. The seuder of a registered letter is required to see that it is 
enclosed in a cover or envelope of a substantial kind fastened in a se- 
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26. The sender can claim a receipt from tlie Unjel office for a par¬ 
cel, only if it is packed according to tlie instructions given above and 
no separate fee -will-be charged for tlie receipt. 

27. If the sender desires to obtain an acknowledgment from the 
addressee, he must prepay the acknowledgment postage 2 cliackrama 
independently of the parcel postage. 

MlSC'BttANEOUri. 

28. Letters Sc., must be posted at least half an hour before the 
time fixed for the closing of the mail. Letters Sic., posted after that 
time, will be stamped ‘ Too late ’ and detained for the following day’s 
mail. The time of the closing of the mail will be notified by the Unjell 
Master at every station. Letters &c., that are to bo despatched by 
mails during night, must be posted before 6 r. m. except under special 
orders to the contrary from tlie Unjel Superintendent. 

23. The hours of registration of letters and parcels at every Unjel 
office shall be from 7 to 10 a. m. and from 12 noon to 5 p. m. Letters 
and parcels intended for any mail will not be despatched by that mail 
unless presented half an hour before it, is closed. In no case will they 
be received during the hours of despatch or receipt of mails. 

30. Registered letters and parcels (whether paid or service) will be 
delivered only to the addressees in the absence of written instructions 
from them to the local Unjel Masters. Heads of offices and depart¬ 
ments are therefore desired to make the necessary arrangements either 
to receive service registered letters and parcels themselves, or authorize 
the local Unjel Master to deliver them to any one whom they may 
authorize for that purpose. 

21. Unjel peons are forbidden to deliver any letter or other article 
without requiring immediate payment of the amount due or to deliver 
any registered letter or parcel without requiring the immediate signa¬ 
ture of the receipt and aekuowldgment. 

32. Unjel peons are not hound to give change. If the amount 
charged ib not at once tendered, or if the receipts or acknowledgments 
are not at once signed and the Unjel peons are subjeetd to detention, 
the letters Sic., shall be taken back to the Unjel office for the next 
delivery. 

33. Whatever postage is marked on a letter or other articles must 
be paid at once on delivery, after which any complaint of over-charge 
may be made and will be duly attended to. 

34. In all complaints of overcharge or unnecessary delay in deliver¬ 
ing letters &o, the covers or envelopes bearing the Unjel stamps 
must be presented for inspection. 

35. Complaints against the Unjul office, certified as such under the 
full signature of the sender and addressed to the Unjel Superintend¬ 
ent, are not chargeable with postage. 

30. Since Unjel peons cannot deviate on any account from their 
regular course of delivery in their respective beats, persons residing 
far away from the Unjel offices, if desirous of obtaining their letters 
(fee. immediately on arrival of the mail, must send their own authoriz¬ 
ed messengers to the Unjel office to whom all covers, except those for 
which receipts are required, will be delivered. 
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I 38. Refused letters &c. .will be immediately returned to the office 
[ of despatch for delivery to the senders who will be required to pa y 
! any postage which may be due thereon. 

30. It is forbidden to send by Unjel explosive, dangerous or offen¬ 
sive substances or material such as gun-powder, matches, percussion, 
caps, salt-petre, indigo, glass, liqnids, Arc. or any article which either 
in itself, (however packed; or by reason of insecure packing may be 
liable to injure the contents of the mail bags or the person of the 
Unjel officers. 

40. No address is complete which does not contain the Unjel sta¬ 
tion from which delivery is intended and care should always he taken 
to write the name of the Unjel station as clearly as possible. 

41. Persons changing their place of residence are particularly re¬ 
quired to leave written instructions to the Unjel office of their pre¬ 
vious residence and to send written, instructions to the Unjel office of 
the place to which they may be going. 

42. The Unjel Master at any station or the person in charge of 
the Unjel office has power to reinse letters or other articles bearing 
tlve appearance of having been opened and reclosed or otherwise 
improperly dealt with, unless the writer or sender thereof shall attest 
with his full signature that they were sent in that state. The refusal 
will be absolute in the case of registered letters and parcels. 

43. Persons not belonging to the department shall not be admitted , 
into the interior, nor permitted to examine tlie records of any Unjel 
office without the special permission of the Dcwan, to whom or to the 
Unjel Superintendent application for information or redress nmst be 
made either in person or in writing by the party requiring the same,

I. The Shikar transit is a temporary establishment, aud is laid 
between Trevandrum. and Sharanoor, a distance of 195 miles. 

II. It thus connects the Capital with the Madras Railway. 

HI. It is mainly intended for the convenience of the public. 

IV. The distance of 41 miles from Slioranoor to JKaruvapadantha 
is done by bullock carts with posted bullocks. The rest of tlie journey 
is all by canoes.. 

Y. The Comptrolling Officer is the Superintendent of the Native 
Post (TJnjel). 

YI, Rules concerning the public are as follows :- 
Passengers. 

1. No passenger is allowed to take his seat in any boat or carriage

EXTRACT PROM THE WEST COAST OF HINDUSTAN 
PILOT WITH CORRECTIONS TO DATE. 

Vessels bound to any port on the west coast of Hindustan, and 
to the Persian Gulf during the north-east monsoon, from China, 
Australia, the Bay of Bengal, or Europe, should sight Ceylon, and 
make tlie coast of India somewhere near Cape Comorin, and thence 
hug the coast to profit by the land and sea-breezes; therefore the na¬ 
vigation of this seaboard (which has been generally, though erroneous¬ 
ly, called the Malabar Coast) is here described from sonth„to north. 

| The coast from Cape Comorin takes a general nortli-westerly- 
direction for nearly 300 miles to Mount Dilly. From the village of 
Cumari to 20 miles north of Alipee belongs to the Malia Rajah of 
Travancpre ; thence to Paliport (with the exception of the port of 
Cochin, under the .British Government) is the territory of the Rajah 
of Cochin ; above Paliport to Mount Dilly is the British Province of 

The Tiuvakcoh'e Coast from Comorin to Alipee is generally lovv 
and sandy, and fringed with cocoanut-trees, but patches of red cliffs of 
slight elevation here ancl there break the otherwise continuous line of 
sand. The Travancore mountains, though generally spoken of by 
navigators as a part of the Western Ghauts, are indeed separated from 




I the latter by a low saddle of land, the Palgliat valley, which has pror- 
: eil a most useful feature m the railway communication between the 
j east and west coasts. The length of this southern mountain chain, 

I extending from a few'miles north of Cape Comorin to'the valley of 
i Palghat, is nearly 2G0 miles. The west brow, overlooking the coast 

■ ■ of Travaneore, is, with little exception, abrupt; on the eastern side of 
I the culminating range the declivity is in general gradual, the surface 
i in many places being extensive table land,’ sloping gently and nearly 
j imperceptibly eastward. >Sucli a conformation would seem to indicate 
I a volcanic disturbance of the surface, the disruption having taken place 
: along the western precipitous face. In the last half oftho year many 
< a cascade of great height is visible from seaward pouring down the 
j steep declivity of these. ghauts, which present so vast and lofty a front 
1 to the violence of the southwest monsoon, 

i The principal peaks of the Travanoore ghauts are as follows 
; Miandragliiri (541!) feet) about 20 miles northward of Oomorin, and 
i Oueliy Mulln (0125 feet), the same distance north-east of Trevandrinn. 

1 Between these peaks the culminating range has a north-west direction, 

; but afterwards bends a little eastward of north, more away from the 
! coast; and its highest mountains, though loftier, are not so often 
: visible at sea ; they form the boundary of the independent State of 
: Travaneore on tile west, and the British province of Tinneveliy on the 
east. To the east of Quilon there are broad, high peaks, estimated at 
; upwards of 5,000 feet above, and more than 30 miles from, the sea. 

The southern portion of the Western ghauts, from Comorin to 
Palghat (which run like a spine from south to north, thus forming the 
1 water-parting between the east .and west coast rivers), being exposed 
; to all winds from east, round by the south, to west, there is scarcely 
: a day when rain-clouds may not be seen hiding for a time the summits 
i of tile high land; towards the vernal equinox (after which the air 
! becomes saturated with moisture and lmay) the ghauts'north of Quilon 
; up to Calicut can seldom be seen. 

i Midway between the above lofty summits of the ghauts and the 
i low sea-eaast, tile country lias several hills of moderate elevation use. 
i ful as land marks. Beginning from the South mention may be made 
1 of the isolated conical mount, in Lat. 8° 8' if., and Long. 71° So' E., 

■ near CapeOomorin, and taken as the cape by seamen when approaoh- 
| mg the Coast from the West. The next conspicuous peak is Maru- 
I vatur, about midway between Miandragliiri and Crocodile rock, and 
, 10 milos north-west of the conical mount. 

On the South-east of Trevandrain, and again to tho North of that 
: Capital, hills averaging from 400 to 000 feet lie parallel to the shore, 
some 4 or 5 miles off. Hear Anjengo there arc a few low hills, but 
above that place extensive backwaters, overspreading great portions 
of the low tract of country, become the peculiar feature. 

Cape Comobin, the southern extremity of Hindustan, is a lour 
sandy cape, but, as the land behind rises in a gradual slope, it lias, 
when seen from southward, the appearance of a high sandy promontory; j 
at its extreme point is a small Pagoda, and 300 yards to the North- j 
west of this is the British Resident's Bungalow with a Flagstaff. To 
the westward of the Residency the shore of the Cape is sandy and bar¬ 
ren, but to the North-eastward it abounds with trees, amongst which, 
and nearly 3 miles to the north of the Bagoda, is Watakota. Port. The | 
Pagoda is a low white square building near the. water's edge, half a 
mile to the north of which stands the village of Comorin, called by 
the natives Cania Cumari, amongst cocoanut trees, with high reddish 
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ground at tlie hack, and half a mile further North-east is another little 
sandy Gape with rocks off it. 

Off the Suoth-east tip of Cape Comorin are two large rocks, with 
a smaller one outside on which the sea breaks at all times with much 
violence, these rocks extend upwards of one-quarter inile from the 
shore ; they are steep-to, and may, with a fair wind, be approached 
within 2 or 3 cables, where is a depth of 8 or Si fathoms water; hut, 
with a scant wind, caution is necessary, as the current sets rapidly' 
round the Cape, and may drift a vessel too near and into clanger. 

Tines.—The flood sets eastward, and the ebb westward, off Cape 
Comorin, bnt the direction and strength of the streams are much af¬ 
fected by the ocean currents. The rise and fall, also, is very little and 
irregular, but the average may he stated as two feet. High water full 
and change, at Q, H. 30 M. 

From CapeiComorin the land rises with a gentle acclivity to the 
base of the nearest mount, which is of a sharp conical form 1,403 feet 
above the sea,'at 4 miles to the 'North-west of the Pagoda. It is se¬ 
parated from the range of the Ghauts, which rise behind it in majestio 
sharp peaks, forming a ridge which is in one with the cape bearing 
about North. 

4pproaehing the coast from westward, it must he remembered 
that the above mentioned isolated conical mount can never he seen, 
even in the clearest weather, at a greater distance than 35 miles. 
Some prominent peaks to the north of it may be seen at 50 and 60 
miles, and the most Southern visible one may be mistaken for the 
conical mount by ships passing at a great distance. The most likely 
one to be mistaken for it is a mountain 10 miles to the North-west of 
it, and called Mariivatiir; this is more than 2,000 feet high, and hears 
from Cadiapatam point, N. N, 2;., } E. distant 9 miles. Another peak, 
called Miandraghiri, 5,419 feet above the sea level, bears N. E. by N,, 
distant about 10 miles from Manivathr. 

Soundings.— The hank of soundings extends 35 miles off shore to j 
j the South-west of Cape Comorin. At the distance of S miles from the 
i shore south of the Cape there is 20 fathoms ; but north-west to as far 
; as Quilon, that depth is between 4 and 5 miles off shore, except in the 
'■ vicinity of Rutters, where 20 fathoms will he obtained only 2 miles off 

Neat'Comorin and by Crocodile rock, oasts of 10 fathoms are 
found nearly 3 miles from the mainland ; hut generally between the 
Cape and Enciam there is that depth at one and two miles distance. 
Between Enciam and Anjengo 10 fathoms is about one mile from land. 
The bottom is sand and shells, with exceptional rocky casts. 

Eastward of Cape Comorin the hank of shoal soundings extends 
farther off shore, and lias more overfalls. ' , 

Wadob Bank, (where a Captain of that name reports having once : 
found 7 fathoms, least water) 13 a shoal of small extent on the bank of 
soundings, 36 miles S. W. from Cape Comorin. It was examined in 
1861, but not less depth than 14 fathoms was found. This is probably 
that bank described by Horsburgh, as “a great way out from Cape 
“ Comorin, and abounding with cod, where some ships have caught 
“ considerable numbers of those fish, hut it appears to he of small 
" extent, and little known. ” 

Cadiapatam (Mutum) Point, bearing W. % N., 14 miles from Cape 
Comorin, is rather high, and of a very red appearance, with steep 
gray cliffs, and a few trees near its extremity. A heavy surf prevails 
all along the coast between Comorin and Cadiapatani, and only cata¬ 
marans are used by the natives ; no ships’ boats should attempt landing. 
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Light. —A fixed white light is exhibited at an elevation of 133 feet 
from a dark grey granite octagonal column 72 feet in height on Caclia- 
patain Point; which is visible in clear weather from a ship’s dock at a 
distance of 20 miles. This light is intended to give warning of the 
dangerous rocks in the neighbourhood, the outermost of which is 
known as the Crocodile rock. 

Crocodile Rock.— Bearing S. W. from Cadiapatam light at the 
distance of 3i miles, lies this clangorous sunken rock, close to which 
are depths of”l4 and 16 fathoms and 20 fathoms at halt a mile outside. 
A small part of the rock appears sometimes above water, but it does 
not break at all times, nor is there any break at high water when the 
sea is smooth. At night, do not approach it under 25 fathoms water. 

Between Crocodile rock and Cadiapatam point lies the rocky islet 
Adumdah, and If miles W. by N. i S. from this islet is another called 
’ i Kotah. Both are surrounded by sunken rocks and foul ground but 
there is a, channel between the islets, and between them and Crocodile I 
■ Book. Kotah bears trom the Crocodile N. f VV. nearly 2-J miles. ! 
I Colachul ob Colachel, — Tins place is on the shore just half-way I 
| between Cadiapatam and Enciam islet; oft it there are several rocks i

/ sandy, nearly straight fronted with cocaanut-trees and safe to approach, i 
1 Covilum is a liiece of low level land terminating in a bluff cape higher ; 

. than the contiguous coast, but it pi ejects very little, aud has a build- , 

, ing upon it; there are three other points close to the south-east of it ! 

! and at the distance of three miles another point, one mile to the east : 

1 of which is the village and hack-water of Karuohel. . 

i Horseburgh describes a point called Veniam ns miles to the j 
j south-east of Ruttera point, and “'formed of steep bold land or red- 
! dish cliffs, considerably elevated, having on the north side a small rit^er I 
j and a village at the northern extremity of the high land that forms j 
i the point,” This is evidently a description of Oolatur lull anil the 
i village of Powaur as seen from southward, from which point of view 
! the hill would look like a i>oint projecting northward if the vessel was 
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far enough off to dip the trees. The coast lino is, however, here¬ 
abouts, all sandy, and fronted with eoeoanut trees. Colatur hill 
bears from Enciam islet N. W. j.- N, distant S miles. 

Tiuvandevm, the capital of the independent State of Travaneore 
and the seat of the British Residency, is 5J miles N. K. W. from Co- 
vilum. The town is of considerable size, having its greatest length 
north and south ; on the latter extremity stands the fort, about half 
a mile square, on ground elevated ICO feet above the sea. The Maha 
Itajah’s palace within its precincts, is a large handsome edifice in the 
European style ; it is a short distance inland, more than 2 miles from 
the sandy bench of Pondera, or Pnontoray. Trivandrum Observatory— 
Lilt. 8° 30' 32" N. Long. 73° oil’ 4.5" E.—is on a hill more than 2 miles j 
north of the capital, and 196 foot above the sea. Its two whitg domes I 
are not so conspicuous as was formerly the ease, trees having grown ■ 
up around them. 

PomuiJU, oil which vessels communicating with Trivandrum 
should anchor, has a flgstaff on the sandy beach, which bears N. W. 
by N. distant d miles from Cuvilmn, and is It mile to the south-west 
of Trivandrum fort. No ships' boats should attempt communication 
with the shove, for there is generally a heavy surf in the north-cast 
monsoon. The coast is sandy, with eocoanuts and other palms. 

Anohohaqe.--A s the shore is ileep-to, a vessel should anchor 
in 12 fathoms, ami half a mile from Pondera the flagstu fT bearing 
north-east and ill lino with the Observatory. 

Mountains.—I nland of Trivandrum the ghauts are of great eleva¬ 
tion ; Ciichy Mulla, the highest peak, (called sometimes by early na- 
i vigators. Anjengo peak) is (5, 126 feet high, and bears N. E. by E. i E. 

distant. 21 miles from the beacli by Pondera flagstaff. Between this 
. high range and the coast some small hills appear, the most remarkable 
i of which is Naivmim hill, or Mukunamulla, a regular sloping round 
j mount about BOO feet above the sea, called by former navigators Brin-. 

I jal lull. This hill bears cast from the anchorage of Trivandrum, and 
j being only 5 miles from the sea, is visible at a considerable distance 
! from southward,.and from Anjengo roadstead. There are small white 
j churches in almost evdty village along this coast. , 

; Between Covilum point and Anjengo, the land at, the back of the 
| cocoaunt trees which fringe the coast is hilly and undulating. 

I , Three and a half miles N. TV. by W, from Covilum point and 1| 

! miles from the shore abreast, is a patch of 8 fathoms with 17 and 18 
j fathoms around it. I 

! Anjengo flagstaff bears from Covilum, N. W. J N,, 20 miles ; but j 
• as the fort and the few houses that are visible through the trees are i 
low, this place is not easily distinguished from even a short distance. A I 
j church with a white front will be seen on the beacli 2 or 3 cables to ■> 

! the north-west of the fort, and a bungalow on the hills ‘i miles north ! 

m* it. ; 

I The anchorage off Anjengo uuder 10 fathoms is foul rocky ground ; 1 
j hut musidu of that depth the bottom is sand and shells. A. convenient 
I berth is with the flagstaff bearing about N, E. by E., and Naininm 
hill about, S. E. by E., in 11 or 12 fathoms one mile off shore. 

There is some red table-land about -l miles to the north of Anjengo 
which may denote the approach to it in coming from the north ; this 
and other similar table-land along this coast, being much higher than 
the eoooaiiut trees, when soon from a ship’s deck at a greater distance 
than 7 miles, give the mariner an idea that,these red cliffs are at the 
water’s edge ; whereas the shore is all sandy from Covilum to Quilon. i 
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Qoiim.—Or properly Koilon, (Coiilain and Cohuubmn of the old 
writers,) is situated on tlio Travancoro coast, about Ki miles to the 
north and west of Trevandruui. • 


Quilon is a projecting part of the coast, the outer part of which

! Quilon is rendered remarkable from the circumstance JJiafc the 
j Travancore or Malabar Era is reckoned from its re-foundation in 823 
| a. 0. In ancient times it was the port of greatest trading importance 
on tile Travancore coast, and is mentioned in Arabic writings as having 
a tradeswitli China as early as 851 A. n, It appears to have maintained 
its mercantile prosperity down to tlio beginning of the 10tli century, 
most of its trade being carried on with China and Arabia, but Hamilton 
writing about 1700 mentions “its trade as inconsiderable.” 

In 1503, the Portuguese under Albuquerque established a factory 
here, ami built a fort which was captured by the Dutch 150 years 
later ; and in 1742. Quilon. became subject to Travancore. FmniSOu 
to 1830 a strong British garrison was stationed hero which is now re¬ 
duced to one Hative regiment. 

Coast.— The beach noar Quilon is steep and sandy as far north as 
Taiigacheri cove, where rocky coast begins and oontimios to the north¬ 
ward for from, 2 to 3 miles, eocoanut groves grow dawn close to the 
high-water line. A heavy surf breaks on the shore, making landing 
at all times dangerous, except in native boats. 


Dang ehous.— Taiigacheri Reef. The whole of the ground south 
of Taiigacheri point to a distance of 8 cables is rocky and uneven, and 
at 6si cables S. E, by E. | E. from Tangaeliori point is a rock that 
shows at low water springs, with from i to 9 feet around it while' at 
11 cables N. E. by 3 n. of this rock is another rooky patch With only 
11 foot water over it, aud three fathoms around it. At a distance of 
one mile W. S. W. from Tangacheri point, is a rocky patch, having 
Only 14 feet over it at low water, with from 3 to 5 fathoms around it. 
Tlio bottom between this patch and the shoal is generally foul and 
uneven. 

Buoy. —The south extreme of the reef south and east of Tanga- 
cheri point is marked by a red conical buoy in 27 feet water, ancl 23 
feet close to it. This buoy is placed 9| cables (nearly) S. E. of Tan- 
gaeheri flagstaff, and 9 cables S. W„ by W. i W. from tlie Scottish 
Coffee Company’s Factory chimney. 

Some rocky patches oxtending parallel with the shore, and about 
one mile fron) it, are situated to tlie S. -W. of the Coffee Factory, the 
least water found on them was 22 feet. 


Buoy.— The north extreme of these patches is marked by a blaok 
conical buoy in 35 foot water, sand bottom. This lraoy lies S. E. J E., 
one mile 3J cables distant from Tangacheri flagstaff, and one mile S. 
W. J S. from the Coffee Factory’s chimney. 


Bisections foe Making Quilon. -When approaching Quilon 
from the northward, vessels should not shoal to loss than 13 fathoms 
as off 1 Tangacheri point the foul ground extends to westward to within 
less than a mile of this depth. Thiruvellarum church (white) 1J mile 
north of Tangacheri point is a conspicuous object when hearing about 
oast, but a littlo to the north or south of this bearing it is obscured 
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very great, and there is canal communication with Cochin to tile north, 
and Trevandrum to the south. 

The coast from Iviker river to Cochin is all sand, and fringed 
with cocoanut trees. 

Pokkaud. —The town of Forkaud or Porca ; lying 0 miles south of 
Alipee, had formerly a considerable trade in coir, timber, pepper &c. 

Alime or Aulapolay, Lat, 9. SO. 48. 8 Long. 76. 23. O. E., the 
principal seaport of the Maha Rajah of Travaneore; bears N. N. W. 
40 miles from Quilon point, the coast between, except near Tangaelieri, 
is sandy and nearly straight; hut 10 miles north of Quilon there is a 
straight indent, which does not, however, amount to one mils from a 
straight line drawn between the two places. The shore is safe to ap¬ 
proach, into the depth of 5 fathoms, mud ; but it must be remembered 
that towards Alipee that depth is found nearly 3 miles off. 

Alipee'is a projecting part of tho coast of Travaneore, where trade 
is canted on all the year round, owing to the peculiar softness of its 
mud bank, which breaks the activity of the waves, and causes a large 
extent of smooth water, on which vessels anchor, hence it was called 
Mud Bay by early navigators. 

The present hank is of recent formation ; the former mud hank 
having slowly travelled down the coast and is now located off Pullanay 
a small village 15 miles from Aliped Light. 

As these mud banks frequently shift southwards advice should bo 
taken from the Master Attendant as to the best anchorage. 

In the fair- season, vessels may anchor off Alipee in 8 or -1 fathoms 
with light house bearing N. E. by E. 

In the S. W. Monsoon the best anchorage is in 4 fathoms with 
light house hearing N. E. by E. 

Light. —Alipee has a flagstaff which shows above the trees, and 
near it a white Light house 115 feet liigh. The light is a revolving 
"white light of the second order, attaining its greatest brilliancy every 
minute; it is elevated 113 feet above high water, and should be seen 
in clear weather at a distance of 20 miles. An iron screw pile pier 
500 feet in length was erootod in 1881, u little to the south of the 
Light-house. 

Severe gales of wind are liable to happen on tho coast in April, 
May and June, also in October and November; a careful attention to 
the Barometer, particularly if ‘ the maximum and minimum pressure 
be daily registered, will always give sufficient warning of the approach 
of these storms, to enable ships on the coast or in Cochin roads to 
seek shelter at Narakal or on the mud bank oft'Alipee. The S. W. 
monsoon sets in at Alipee generally in the beginning of June from 
N. W. and blows with great violence attended with thunder and light¬ 
ning and rain. For some years back the monsoons have not been so 
regular. * 

The maximum height of the Barometer at Alipee occurs at 0—40 
A. M. and r. w. and the minimum at 4 a. m, and 4—40 r. h.

DIVISIONS OF THE TOWN OF TREVANDRITM FOR 
PURPOSES OF CONSERVANCY. 

The limits of the Town where the rules for Conservancy and 
sanitation are intended to operate will at present bo conterminous, 
with the limits of the local jurisdiction of the Town Sub-Magistrate 
and the interior of the Fort. The burial ground on the beach is also 
included in the jurisdiction. 

The town shall, for the purpose of Conservancy amngemeni ft, 
be divided into 5 divisions, namely the Fort Division, the Oliallay 
Division, the Tycaud Division, the Pettali Division, and the Sreevara- 
hom Division. 

Boundaries. 

Fort Division—Bounded on all sides by the Fort. 

Ohallay Division—Bounded on the North by the Public road, run¬ 
ning along the canal called “ Cochanr, ” on the South and East by the 
Southern and Eastern limits oi the jurisdiction of the Town Sub-Ma¬ 
gistrate and on.the West by tlie road leading to Tiroovellnm. 

Tycaud Division—Bounded on the North by the Observatory road, 
on the South by the road running along the Oochaur, cm the East by 
the Eastern limit of the jurisdiction of the Town Sub-Magistrate and 
on the West by the Main road. 

Pettali Division—Bounded on the North by the Northern limit 
of tlie jurisdiction of the Town Sub-Magistrate, on the South by the 
road branching off along the outside of the Northern and Western 
Fort walls andjtuwiiug from tlie Western Fort Gate to Shangoomoogam, 
on the East by the Main road and on the West by the Parvatby 
Pootlien Canal and Western limit of the jurisdiction of tho Town Sub- 
Magistrate. 

Sreavaraliom Division—Bounded on the North by the road branch¬ 
ing off' along the outside of the Southern and Western Forts and 
turning to Shangoomoogam, on tlie South by tlie Southern limit of 
the jurisdiction of tlie Town Sub-Magistrate, on the East by the 
Public road leading to Tiroovellum, ancUoii tlie West by the Western 
limit of tlie jurisdiction of the Town Sub-Magistrate, including the 
burial ground recently established on the sea coast.

Established undeb Sign Manual by His Highness 
THE MAHARAJAH 



1. All public servants drawing monthly salaries of 30 rupees ! 
. and upwards and named in the annexed List marked k, shall bo j 

entitled to pension under these rules. j 

2. *Ehc applicant for pension must have served the Sircar for j 

a period of not less than 15 years, on a monthly salary of 10 rupees j 
and upwards. ; 

3. If the applicant's service fall short of 30 years, he cannot 
have a pension, unless incapacitated for further employment by j 
old age, protracted ill-health, loss of sight, or other bodily or j 
mental infirmity. Competent medical testimony to such in- ! 
capacity shall always accompany an application for pension in 
such circumstances. But when _ service is more than 30 years, 
such testimony shall not be required. 

4. Public servants of standing between 15 and 20 years, who 
are entitled to pension under these rules, shall be granted 
pensions equal to one-fourtli of their monthly salaries calculated 
on an average of five years previously to the date of the applica¬ 
tion for pension. If the service has been for more than 20 hut 
less than 30 years, and the public servant is entitled to pension 
under these rules, the amount shall he one-third of the monthly 
salaly calculated in the manner above stated. Similarly, if the 
public servant has served 30 years or upwards, and his ease 
satisfies the rules, the amount of his pension shall be one-half of 
his monthly salary calculated as above. 

5. In no case, however, is the amount of pension to exceed 
500 rupees a month. 

6. Pensions granted under these rules arc not liable to at¬ 
tachment or sequestration in satisfaction of any docree or order 
of Court. 

7. Pension certificates cannot he mortgaged or otherwise 
transferred. The pensions are payable only to the individuals j 
in whoso rftunes they have been granted or to their authorized 
Vakeels. 

8. Dismissal for misconduct entails forfeiture of the bonefit 
of past service. 

9. Service as substitute does not count towards pension when 
the substitute holds no substantive appointment. 

10. The whole of the service in virtue of which pension is 
claimed, must have been passed in one of the grades specified in 
the annexed List marked B. 

11 . Periods of service before the age of 18 shall not count 
towards pension.

(10) The Residents at Hyderabad (Deccan) and Mysore. 

(11) The Maharajah of Patiala, from the Patiala Office only. 

(12) Director 'General of Telegraphs in India.
